Plans to replace consultants with midwives at Banbury unit 

‘CUTS WILL PUT 
LIVES AT RISK’ 


LIVES will be put at risk if mater¬ 
nity services at Banbury’s Horton 
General Hospital are scaled back, 
its MP has warned. 

Victoria Prentis said the change could 
mean women in childbirth who experi¬ 
enced complications would have to be 
transported by ambulance to Oxford’s 
John Radcliffe Hospital. 

This is because plans being consid¬ 
ered by Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust (OUH) to save 
£2.2m would see maternity consultants 
moved, with the Banbury unit staffed 
only by midwives. A special baby care 
unit would also be scrapped. 

It came as the trust also promised an 
expansion of services on offer at Hor¬ 
ton General. 

But campaigners say the risk created 
by reduced maternity services would be 
too high. 

They have revived the Hands off our 
Horton campaign, which successfully 
fought from 2003 to 2008 against a down¬ 
grading of the hospital. 

Banbury MP Mrs Prentis, who lost a 
son during childbirth in 2000, said: “I 
am personally very concerned by this 
issue and would be very worried about 
maternal and baby safety if these plans 
went ahead.

“Midwives are fantastic, but not hav¬ 
ing consultants on site means women 
would be left without the option for an 
emergency caesarean if that became 
necessary. 

“Instead they would have to be blue- 
lighted to Oxford along roads that are 
not up to it - and that journey can take 
up to an hour-and-a-half if the traffic is 
bad. 

“It is really important we have a back¬ 
up option for these situations. I would 
not want anyone to go through what I 
went through.” 

She said Banbury and its surround- ' 
ing area were also due to see a popu¬ 
lation rise as thousands more homes 
were built. 

She said: “We need to make sure 
we have the right building blocks in 
place. Maternal and child safety is 
crucial to that.” 

According to consumer website 
Which? about 1,500 births took place 
at the Horton in 2013/14. There are 
consultants on the wards for 20 hours 
a week. 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of the 
Keep the Horton General campaign, 
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said: “These measures are just about 
saving money but if they go ahead they 
could end up costing a life. 

“There are mothers going to the Hor¬ 
ton who may have complications at the 
last minute. Having consultants on site 
means those can be dealt with straight 
away” 

An OUH spokesman could not break 
down how the measures would save 
money. But he added: “The trust is un¬ 
dertaking a clinically-led review of the 
Horton General Hospital to ensure it 
meets future healthcare needs and pro¬ 
posals are being aligned with and devel¬ 
oped alongside the Oxfordshire ‘trans¬ 
formation’ plans.

A PART-TIME pirate- 
come drama teacher 
from North 
Oxfordshire has 
published his first 
children's book.

Mr Prestidge, from Great Bourton, has 
now used that passion for working with 
children to create his first children's tale 
entitled Rolo. He said: "It was whilst I was 
teaching and doing a bit of babysitting that I 
started to come up with the idea." 

The story follows a little boy. Max, who 
lives with his aunt, uncle and cousin, the 
Whitfield family. Unfortunately the 
Whitfields are not a loving family and Max 
decides to run away to the forest and makes 
an unlikely friend - the nine-foot tall Giant 
Walpertinger. 

The book is aimed at youngsters aged 
between five and seven. 

He said: "At 18 years old I worked at 
Disneyland for two years in the character 
and parade department and in the stage 
shows before coming back here to get into 
drama teaching." 

Mr Prestidge also volunteers his time as a 
Jack Sparrow impersonator for the Make-a- 
Wish foundation which supports young 
people with life-threatening conditions. 

He is also continuing to providing private 
mentoring outside of school for children on 
the autistic spectrum. 

Mr Prestidge said: "It has been great, all 
my friends and family have been really 
supportive." 

He hopes to continue by creating a series 
following Rolo.

AN ACTIVITY bus that sup¬ 
ports more than 4,000 adults 
and children every year in 
Banbury has taken a top prize 
at the Cherwell Business 
Awards. 

The Banbury and District Com¬ 
munity Bus Project - known as 
the Play Bus - won the charity and 
community category for its work 
in providing after-school activi¬ 
ties for children. 

Founded in 1998, the bus is based 
at the East Street Children’s Cen¬ 
tre and last year supported 4,486 
children and adults in the com¬ 
munity. 

Lynn Pratt, Cherwell District 
Council’s lead member for estates 
and economy, said: “The Play Bus 
is a longstanding focal point of 
our children’s lives. 

“This is demonstrated by the 
fact that many of its users have 
gone on to volunteer with the ser¬ 
vice as adults.” 

The category runner-ups were 
Banbury-based Second Time 
Around, a furniture restoration 
project for people with learning 
disabilities, and the Humming¬ 


bird Centre in Bicester, which pro¬ 
motes complementary therapies 
and lifestyle changes to cancer 
sufferers. 

Butter, eggs and flour proved the 
perfect recipe to secure Bicester- 
based British Bakels top spot as 
the Cherwell business of the year. 

The company, which has been 


manufacturing and distributing 
bakery ingredients in the town 
since 1990, also won the “estab¬ 
lished business” award. 

Product development manager 
Greg Woodhead said: “Bakels cel¬ 
ebrated its 25th anniversary in 
Bicester during 2015 and its most 
successful year ever. 


“It felt natural for the manage¬ 
ment team to want to celebrate 
this and entering the Cherwell 
Business Awards seemed like a 
great opportunity. ” 

Mr Woodhead said the awards 
were “especially gratifying” giv¬ 
en the high level of competition 
shown from the other businesses 
nominated. 

He added: “Working in such a 
competitive and fast-paced envi¬ 
ronment as the food industry can 
often lead to us all overlooking 
how much we are achieving. 

“To have this recognised by re¬ 
spected peers in other companies 
is an incredible confirmation that 
we are following the right path.” 

Other winners included JD’Cruz 
Ltd in the new business award, Ni¬ 
cholsons Nurseries as employers 
of the year and Begbroke Science 
Park for innovation and creativ¬ 
ity 

Business person of the year 
was won by Simon Biltcliffe of 
Webmart Ltd. 

Burgess Reclamation won the 
micro business award, the small 
business award was won by But¬ 
terflies Healthcare and High Spec 
composites won the apprentice¬ 
ship award. 

All finalists will now go forward 
for the Oxfordshire Business 
Awards 2016 taking place on Fri¬ 
day, June 17, at the Oxford Thames 
Four Pillars Hotel, Sandford-on- 
Thames.

Funding grants 
for arts centre 

THE Mill Arts Centre Trust has 
received two grants since it became a 
registered charity in April. 

It has collected £18,000 in funding 
from the Transform Foundation, which 
helps use technology to boost 
businesses. 

The money will go towards a new 
mobile friendly website that will be 
launched in September. 

Thanks to ongoing support from Arts 
Council England, this month will also 
see a series of dance performances 
taking place at the Mill. 

These include shows from 
Motionhouse, Pagrav Dance, Let’s All 
Dance and a world premiere from Yorke 
Dance Project. 

There will also be workshops and 
open rehearsals for schools and 
colleges, older people, community 
groups and professional dancers. 

The centre trust also received funding 
from Banbury Charities and Banbury 
Town Council to refurbish the bar and 
cafe area, the second phase of which is 
due to start next month. 

Centre trust chairman Keith Mitchell 
said: “Securing charitable status is a 
significant milestone that opens up 
avenues previously closed to us.” 

Leave notice 

A GROUP of travellers that parked up 
in a Banbury field last Friday have been 
given notice to leave by Cherwell 
District Council. 

The group, which were reportedly 
mainly from one family and had dogs, 
chickens and a cat, had stopped in a 
park by the hill in Hanwell Fields. 

Local councillor Tony Ilott visited 
them on Saturday and said the group 
had been “very pleasant and friendly”. 

After the notice was served several 
campervans were spotted driving away 
from the site on Monday afternoon. 

Sexual assault 

A MAN has been arrested after a 
woman in her sixties was sexually 
assaulted on a bus in Banbury. 

It happened on the B5 Stagecoach bus 
on Tuesday, May 17, when the victim 
was touched inappropriately by a male 
passenger. 

Thames Valley Police said on 
Saturday that a 67-year-old man from 
Banbury had been arrested. 

He has been released on police bail 
until June 27.

YOUNGSTERS in 
Banbury can 
dodge and 
weave without 
breaking the 
bank thanks to 
subsidised 
boxing sessions. 

Banbury 
Boxing Club is 
offering the service, which includes female- 
only sessions and mixed classes, thanks to 
funding from Sport England's Sportivate 
programme. 

The national initiative helps fund local 
authorities, including Cherwell District 
Council, to increase sporting opportunities 
for young people. 

Cherwell deputy leader councillor George 
Reynolds said: "Boxing is not just about 
learning to land blows. It teaches respect, 
agility and self-control. 

"The sport is a great way to get fit, 
increase stamina and be lighter on one's 
feet. 

"By lowering the barrier to entry we can 
give those who have never boxed before, or 
would like to return to the sport, their 
opportunity to throw their hat in the ring. 

"I hope this initiative will give our younger 
people the boxing bug and encourage them 
to lead more active lifestyles." 

Sessions are open to anybody irrespective 
of ability and include a full-body workout 
with circuit-based activities and pad work. 

Female-only classes are on Tuesdays, from 
6.30pm-7.30pmfor 10 to 15-year-olds and 
from 7.30pm-9pm for 16 to 25-year-olds.

CHOCOLATE from Banbury, 
goat's cheese from Witney, wine 
from Abingdon and honey from 
Wallingford: a new local food 
guide for Oxfordshire tells you 
where you can buy it all. 

More than 50 independent 
farmers, bakers and brewers from 
Oxfordshire are listed in a new food 
directory for Oxford, entitled Act 
Global, Eat Local. 

The 32-page booklet, priced £1, 
aims to help people buy local, 
support Oxfordshire businesses and 
reduce their carbon footprint. 

Among the independent 
producers listed are The Chicken 
Shed in Souldern, which specialises 
in organic chocolate. The Meat 
Joint in Deddington, North Aston 
Organics, Windrush Valley Goat 
Dairy, Bothy Vineyard near 
Marcham and Brightwell Bees, 
which sells beeswax candles and 
polish as well as honey. 

Womersley Fruit and Herb 
Vinegars in Chipping Norton and 
the Shotover Brewing Company are 
also among the more quirky shops. 

The booklet and an 
accompanying interactive map 
online have been produced by 
community group Low Carbon 
Oxford North (LCON) in association 
with local producers' network 
Good Food Oxford. 

Dr Alison Hill, from LCON, insisted 
buying local was not just about 
helping the environment, but also 
about the quality of produce. 

She said: "Eating locally sourced 
food is good for you, for the 
climate, for the land, and for the 
local economy. 

"Food is fresher and seasonal; you 
can find out how it is grown, 
reduce food miles and invest in 


local farming and local businesses. 

According to the group, the 
carbon footprint of the food 
consumed in Oxford each year is 
double that of all the cars driven 
through the city. 

Manager Hannah Fenton said: 
"What Oxford eats accounts for 
around a fifth of its total carbon 
emissions. 

"The food system of the city is 


responsible for the equivalent of 
380,000 tonnes of carbon dioxide 
every year. 

"To put it into context, this is 
twice the emissions arising from all 
of the cars in the city." 

In a city which consumes nearly 
130,000 tonnes of food a year, Ms 
Fenton said just 52 per cent comes 
from the UK and a mere one per 
cent comes from local sources. 


She said: "Eating local food could 
reduce an individual's carbon 
emission by 13 percent." 

The guide will be sold at retail 
outlets listed inside, Oxford 
farmer's markets and food shops 
and on the veg van of local food 
co-op Cultivate which stops in 
Oxford. It can also be downloaded 
free of charge: lcon.org.uk/food/ 
local-food-suppliers.

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Tributes paid to 
father, 55, who 
died after a fall 


Neighbour described Mr 
Silver as a ‘friendly man’

A STUDENT this week paid 
tribute to his father who died 
after falling down a flight of 
stairs in Banbury. 

Mark Silver, 55, was found 
dead at a friend’s house in the 
Causeway last month. 

He had been living in St Leon¬ 
ard’s Close for five years. 

His son Kane, who is study¬ 
ing at University of York, said 
his father moved to the area to 
spend time with family 

He was born in Thame, but 
also lived in Deddington and 
Clacton-on-Sea before moving to 
Banbury 

Mr Silver, 25, said: “He was 
very well known in the area. It 
was nice he was able to spend 
his last few years here among 
his family. He had a series of 
heart attacks about 15 years ago 
and found it difficult to work af¬ 
ter that.”

Following the death Mr Silver 
started an online petition after 
saying he had been told by the 


house’s owner, Sanctuary Hous¬ 
ing, he would have to pay £350 
in rent for the notice period, be¬ 
cause his father had not left an 
estate. 

The petition, signed by about 
160 people, called on councils 
and housing associations to stop 
charging families of the recent¬ 
ly deceased. 

The housing association con¬ 
firmed it would not charge for 
rent if no estate had been left 
and would waive the money 
owed. 

The dead man’s neighbour, 
Christopher Bishop, also paid 
tribute to his friend, saying he 
was a “friendly man” who would 
talk to anybody 

He added: “I could not believe 
it when I heard about him. It 
was just such a shock.” 

A 63-year-old man from Ban¬ 
bury was arrested on suspicion 
of murder the same day as the 
death but released without 
charge a day later. 

Mr Silver’s funeral will be 
held at Banbury Crematorium 
in Southam Road on Friday at 
11am. 

A date for the inquest has not 
yet been set.

Hospice’s midnight walk is set to sparkle 


HUNDREDS of people will sparkle 
with silver when they take part in 
Katharine House Hospice's 10th 
Midnight Walk later this month. 

The 10-mile walk around 
Banbury is its biggest fundraiser, 
bringing in more than £700,000 in 
the last nine years. 

Among those taking part on 
June 25 will be Sallie Connery and 
Connie Roberston, who have both 
joined in every walk so far. 

Ms Connery said: "The event is 
great fun. It's a brilliant 
atmosphere and an opportunity 
for people to get together. 

"They can dress up in wacky 
clothes and raise funds that we 
know will go directly to patient 
care in the local community." 

This year's event has a silver 
theme, with walkers asked to 
wear as many sparkles as possible 
to celebrate 25 years since the 
hospice was started. 

Last year the walk had a carnival 
theme, with 308 people taking on 
the route around Banbury for fun, 
to raise their fitness or in memory 
of family and friends. 

Money raised will go towards 
some of the running costs at 
Katharine House, in Adderbury, 
which cares for about 800 people 
per year and needs £3.6m 
annually to keep going. 

Katharine House 
communications officer Chris 
Higgins said: "It costs £10,000 to 
run the hospice every day, less 
than a third of which comes from 
the government. 

"The rest must be raised through 
trust income and fundraising 
efforts. 

"The local community really gets 
behind the hospice with generous 
donations of their time and 
money to ensure we can continue 
to provide care to patients in local

looking after sick patients in the area. 

Ye Olde Reindeer Inn hosted the 
Drinking Beer, Jammin’ Deer festival 
raising money for Katharine House 
Hospice in Adderbury and Horton 
General Hospital radio charity - Horton 
Radio. 

The event last weekend saw nine local 
bands perform at the 16th century pub 
and the money, which is still being 
counted, will be split between the two 
charities. 

A date has already been set for next 
year’s festival on June 2 and 3,2017.

Taxi test to keep 
customers safer 

A N EW "fit and proper person" test is to be 
introduced for taxi drivers in north 
Oxfordshire to give more protection to 
passengers. 

Cherwell District Council has agreed to 
hold a public consultation on a new 
licensing policy to introduce stricter 
standards for drivers. 

New safeguarding training would make 
drivers more alert to the risks passengers 
face, and encourage vigilance when 
reporting any misconduct or criminal 
activity. 

The new test also vets would-be cabbies 
for their general demeanour, financial 
practices and honesty before they get 
behind the wheel. 

The council's lead memberfor public 
protection, Tony llott, said: "The goal here 
is to safeguard vulnerable passengers and 
make taxi travel a more pleasant 
experience. Licensed taxi drivers are 
ambassadors for the council and this new 
policy will make sure that they behave as 
such. 

"We are aware of the vulnerability of 
passengers such as children and those in a 
state of intoxication, and will now consult 
with police and other local authorities to 
determine how we can best meet 
everyone's needs in future." 

The test will run alongside a new spoken 
English test and stricter use of criminal 
records. 

A penalty points scheme will keep track 
of infringements and the council will be 
empowered to revoke licences in cases of 
serious or repeated offences. 

New affordable 
development 

CONSTRUCTION is under way on 153 new 
affordable homes to the north of Banbury. 

Housing provider Stonewater is building 
a mix of 46 two and three-bedroom homes 
for shared ownership, and 107 one and 
two-bedroom flats, houses and bungalows 
in their new Hanwell View development. 

The homes are being built in phases over 
four years, with the first due to be 
completed in October. 

Chris Montague, head of development 
for Stonewater, said: "With access to the 
housing market so challenging, affordable 
housing has never been more important, 
particularly in this part of Oxfordshire 
where property can be hugely expensive 
and out of many people's reach. 

"These new homes in Hanwell View will 
give local people an opportunity to afford 
their own home, close to their family, 
friends and work."

Fire hazard warning to boat owners 


BOAT owners in Oxfordshire 
have been warned to be 
aware of fire hazards. 

Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said vessels 
on the county’s waterways 
should have working alarms 
to detect smoke and carbon 
monoxide. 

In the past two decades, 

30 boaters in the UK have 
been killed in boat fires and 
another 30 lost their lives 
to the “silent killer” carbon 
monoxide, station manager 
Chris Barber said. 

His warning comes ahead 
of the boating season and 
was part of national Boat 
Safety Week earlier this 


month. Mr Barber added: 
“Boat owners should 
understand the risks, make 
regular, basic checks, 
and follow their engine 
and appliance operating 
guidelines, as the essential 
steps to deal with the fire 
and carbon monoxide threat. 

“Although boat fires on 
inland waters are less 
common than fires on land, 
when they do occur they have 
devastating consequences. 

“As well as taking fire 
safety on the boat into 
account, we would urge 
boaters to ensure that they 
know their location at all 
times so that in the event 


of any emergency we can 
get reach them as soon as 
possible.” 

Anyone seeking 
information about installing 
smoke alarms could call 
08000 325 999, he said. 

In addition, he said every 
boat should have at least 
one fire extinguisher near 
an exit and fire-retardant 
furnishings and insulation. 

Boaters should avoid using 
portable gas equipment 
where possible, the fire 
service said, and store all 
gas canisters in special 
gas lockers or open places 
where any leaks will flow 
overboard.

A POLICE officer has been 
sentenced to 150 hours’ com¬ 
munity service after ad¬ 
mitting sending sensitive 
information from his force 
computer to his father. 

Matthew Oaten, a constable 
based in Banbury, pleaded guilty 
last week to three charges of 
computer misuse and two of 
breaching the Data Protection 
Act. 

Winchester Crown Court heard 


the charges related to sending 
sensitive witness protection in¬ 
formation and police operational 
data by an insecure email to his 
father. 

The offences, some of which 
are alleged to have happened 
while he was on duty, happened 
between February 2013 and May 
last year. 

The 30-year-old is currently 
suspended from duty 

During last week’s hearing 
Gregory Fishwick, defending, 
said: “He accepts by accessing 
the command control computer 
when not an officer allocated to 
this job, he has committed the of¬ 
fence of computer misuse. There 
was no gain to himself. 

“The defendant accepts he must 
have sent the offending emails 
but he cannot say why he did so. 


His father has no memories of re¬ 
ceiving or opening them. 

“He had no ulterior motive or 
gain.” 

Oaten, of Goodwood Close, 
Bicester, was sentenced to 150 
hours’ community service and 
ordered to pay £1,000 costs 

Thames Valley Police spokes¬ 
man Gareth Ford-Lloyd said: 
“Following the officer’s guilty 
plea and subsequent sentencing 
at Winchester Crown Court to 
criminal offences, which were 
brought following an investiga¬ 
tion by Thames Valley Police’s 
professional standards depart¬ 
ment, the force will be progress¬ 
ing gross misconduct proceed¬ 
ings in respect of the officer. 

“We cannot offer further com¬ 
ment while this legal process is 
ongoing.”

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Decided mortal effort from 
Gods of Egypt disappoints 


GODS OF EGYPT (12A, 127 mins) 
Action/Fantasy/Adventure/ 
Romance. Gerard Butler, Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau, Brenton 
Thwaites, Elodie Yung, 

Courtney Eaton, Geoffrey Rush, 
Bryan Brown, Rachael Blake.

SWORDS, sandals and silliness 
are in abundance in Alex 
Proyas’ lumbering fantasy 
adventure, set in a sprawling 
ancient Egypt in which shape- 
shifting gods live side-by-side 
with awestruck mortals. 

According to a laconic 
voiceover, the deities are easily 
identifiable because they are 
taller and have “gold running 
through their veins”. 

Alas, there is no gold - fool’s or 
otherwise —running through 
Matt Sazama and Burk 
Sharpless’ uneven script, which 
is heavy on the muscle-flexing 
and sibling rivalry and light on 
everything that matters; 
coherent plotting, 
characterisation, dramatic 
momentum or emotional depth. 

The tone is wildly uneven, 
careening between bombastic 
computer-generated spectacle, 
bickering romance and 
mismatched buddy comedy. 

Even the digital trickery can’t 
find its groove. 

A chariot sequence is 
hilariously shoddy in its 
execution, special effects don’t 
gel with live action elements and 



director Proyas insists on 
choreographing every bruising 
fight sequence with swirling 
camerawork and excessive slow 
motion. 

Clash Of The Titans and The 
Neverending Story are nostalgic 
reference points and an 
overblown tomb-raiding 
sequence nods to Indiana Jones, 
when an acrobatic thief spies 
creepy crawlies on the floor and 
deadpans, “Where do you find 
that many scorpions?” 

Like so many elements in 
Proyas’ film, they are digitally 
rendered and unconvincing. 

Benevolent King Osiris (Bryan 
Brown) is poised to crown his 
self-doubting son, Horus 
(Nikolaj Coster-Waldau), the 
new ruler of Egypt in front of an 
adoring throng, including his 
wife, Isis (Rachael Blake), and 
Horus’ lover, Hathor (Elodie 
Yung), the goddess of love. 

At the last minute, Osiris’ 
jealous brother Set (Gerard 
Butler) gate-crashes the 
ceremony, murders the old king 
and seizes the throne. 

“Behold the fate of those who 
stand in my way!” bellows Set, 
who demands that gods and 
mortals bow before him. 

Horus attempts to avenge his 
father, but Set is too powerful 
and rips out his nephew’s eyes. 

Humble pickpocket Bek 
(Brenton Thwaites) and slave 
girl sweetheart Zaya (Courtney 
Eaton) set forth to overthrow Set 
by stealing back Horus’ peepers. 

The plan goes tragically awry 
and Bek enters into a dangerous 
pact with Horus to complete his 
mission, aided by the rightful 
king’s grandfather, Ra (Geoffrey 
Rush), who shoots fiery bolts 
harnessed from the sun from his 
watchtower in the heavens.

Peugeot warms to its theme 



PEUGEOT has a strong history in 
family hatch-sized hot GTi con¬ 
tenders. Here’s one of the most 
potent ever, a 308 GTi model that 
produces up to 270bhp and it is 
ready to do battle in this sector 
with the Ford Focus ST and the 
Volkswagen Golf GTI. 

Background 

Ever since the launch of the 205 
GTi, Peugeot has been a go-to brand 
for hot hatch fans. The company’s 
shopping rocket models include a 
roll-call of outstanding perfor¬ 
mance cars: the 309 GTi, 206 GTi, 
306 GTi-6... and so on, right up to 
the recent RCZ R, 208 GTi 30th and 
208 ‘GTi by Peugeot Sport’ models. 
Now, that same ‘Peugeot Sport’ 
division has brought us this car, 
the 308 GTi. 

In a sector filled with impressive 
hot hatches, the 308 GTi is aimed at 
the very top of the tree. That means 
its rivals include the Volkswagen 
Golf GTI, the Ford Focus ST and 
the Renaultsport Megane 265. It’ll 
have to be very good indeed to suc¬ 
ceed in this exalted company. 

Driving Experience 

The 308 GTi is aimed at the enthu¬ 
siast end of the market - in every 
way a red-hot hatch. Hence the 
effort that’s gone into tuning both 
the chassis and the 1.6-litre THP 


turbo engine, a unit offered in both 
250 and 270bhp guises. Either way, 
performance is strong, both ver¬ 
sions quicker over the benchmark 
sprint than the Ford Focus ST. The 
most powerful unit will get from a 
standing start to 62mph in 6.0 sec¬ 
onds, while the lower powered 
250bhp variant can complete the 
benchmark sprint in a time of 6.2 
seconds. Both models will go on to 
a top speed of 155mph. 

Opt for the GTi 270 version and it 
comes with a hi-tech Torsen limit¬ 
ed-slip differential, this channel¬ 
ling the power to the wheel with the 
highest grip. That’ll make this top 
Peugeot much quicker through the 
bends: it’s certainly the version 
most would rather have. 

Design and Build 

This 308 GTi certainly looks the 
part, offered with clean lines that 
build on those of the standard car. 
As you’d expect though, this top hot 
hatch has more road presence than 
its siblings, with a muscular stance 
and plenty of enhancements to the 
exterior to make it stand out from 
the crowd. 

This includes exclusive styling 
front and rear and a lowered ride 
height that sees this car sit 11 milli¬ 
metres lower to the ground than 
the standard 308. The nose features 
full LED headlamps, flanking a 


smarter black radiator grille with a 
horizontal chequered pattern and 
gloss-black finishing. The same 
motif is echoed on the air intake, 
which is surrounded by sequential 
LED indicators and a red detail 
strip. Below the bumper, two front 
spoilers boost aerodynamic perfor¬ 
mance. 

In profile, the redesigned door sills 
hint at the car’s aggressive nature, 
while the sleek rear design features 
a gloss-black section housing the 
twin exhaust pipes. With a wider 
track of 1,570mm at the front and 
1,554mm at the rear, this GTi has 
been engineered to offer exception¬ 
al grip. GTi 250 versions are shod 
with 18-inch alloys, while the GTi 
270 variants feature dynamic 
19-inch ‘Carbone’ light-weight 
wheels. 

Jump inside and you’ll find a 
Peugeot i-Cockpit cabin enhanced 
to reflect the sporting nature of the 
car, with additional detailing to sig¬ 
nify this performance version. 

Market and Model 

List pricing for the Peugeot 308 
GTi starts from around £26,000 and 
rises to around the £28,000 mark for 
the higher-powered car. Both mod¬ 
els are more expensive than a Ford 
Focus ST, but the lower powered 
308 GTi is cheaper than a VW Golf 
GTI. 


Both 308 GTi variants are well kit¬ 
ted out. In the top-spec GTi 270 ver¬ 
sion, Peugeot Sport ‘bucket’ seats 
are upholstered in Alcantara with 
red stitching and provide cosseting 
lateral support. The compact steer¬ 
ing wheel carried over from the 
standard car is here offered with a 
full-grain leather design featuring 
the GTi logo at the bottom and a 
red centring mark at the top. 

The cabin has the 308 model’s now 
familiar i-Cockpit instrument lay¬ 
out and customers can also opt for 
a Driver Sport Pack. This gives you 
a ‘Sport’ button on the centre con¬ 
sole: press it and the instrument 
display changes from white to red. 
At the same time, you also get extra 
information on the central read-out 
(details on power, torque, boost, lat¬ 
eral and longitudinal acceleration). 
Plus the ‘Sport’ mode enhances the 
engine’s throaty growl and changes 
accelerator pedal mapping for a 
more engaging driving experience. 

Cost of Ownership 

Running costs can be steep when 
it comes to hot hatches but the 308 
GTi is actually quite impressive 
here. The engine is arguably the 
most efficient in its sector, as you 
might expect given that it’s just 
1.6-litres in size (rivals use 2.0-litre 
units). C02 emissions are rated at 
139g/km, while combined cycle fuel 


economy is figured at 47.1mpg. 
Residuals will be strong if the mar¬ 
ket takes this car to its heart. 

Summary 

Peugeot seems to be rediscover¬ 
ing a little of its hot hatch magic. 
The 208 GTi showed us that the 
company’s ‘Sport’ division still 
knew how to build a decent shop¬ 
ping rocket and this 308 GTi model 
seems to confirm that feeling. 

For the full-fat experience, you 
really need the 270bhp version but 
assuming you can stretch to that, 
then there’s much here to like.

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Getting it note perfect 



THE Nissan Note is one of those 
cars that doesn’t ever elbow its way 
to front and centre in order to gain 
attention but owners will attest to 
the fact that it’s a vehicle that just 
works. There’s little that’s glamor¬ 
ous, exciting or which will elicit cov¬ 
etous glances from your neighbours 
but sometimes what you need is 
something utterly dependable, 
wholly practical, incredibly easy to 
drive and which serves to make the 
business of buying and running a 
car as painless as possible. The Note 
is that car and it’s why with a rela¬ 
tively low key marketing push it’s 
become one of Nissan’s best-selling 
vehicles in the UK. Here’s how to 
track down a used one. 

The History 

No, your eyes do not deceive you. 
We’re starting the clock on this used 
test in 2009, fully three years after 
the Note was first launched in the 
UK because the model we’re looking 
at here is the updated car which was 
launched in mid 2009 and which 
incorporated a suite of changes not 
only to the styling but also to equip¬ 
ment provision and also to the effi¬ 


ciency of the powerplants. Revised 
gear ratios boosted fuel economy 
and improved emissions of the 1.4 
and 1.5dCi models. Further incre¬ 
mental improvements were visited 
upon the car’s emissions for the 2011 
model year petrol-engined Notes 
which became fully compliant with 
the Euro 5-emissions requirements. 
The styling changes are the key 
clue-in that you’re looking at one of 
the facelifted cars. Look for a 
chrome strip running along the bot¬ 
tom of the front grille beneath the 
big Nissan badge. You can’t rely on 
the trim levels as the old S, SE and 
SVE trims were replaced by the 
more lifestyle trim levels that were 
being rolled out across the Nissan 
range back in 2009. In 2013 an all- 
new Note was displayed at the 
Geneva Motor Show, bringing a 
more dynamic looks and feel to the 
model. 

What To Look For 

On paper, this car is roughly equiv¬ 
alent in size to its immediate rivals 
at just under four metres long, 1.53m 
high and 1.69m wide. In the metal 
however, it appears lower and longer 


with minimal rear overhang and 
quite a pronounced nose protruding 
at the front. The facelifted model 
we’re looking at here got a 2009 
package of tweaks including a 
reshaped bumper and bonnet, 
revised headlights and a shiny black 
front grille. At the back, compared 
to the original Note, the tail lights 
are darker and models with parking 
sensors got them incorporated more 
neatly into the bumper. 

It’s on the inside, however, where 
owners of the original 2006 to 2009 
Note model will notice the most sig¬ 
nificant changes. After that date, all 
models got better-quality, soft-touch 
interior plastic and mildly rede¬ 
signed instrument graphics. 

There really is very little to report 
here. The Note is a very reliable car 
and runs on mainly tried and tested 
mechanicals. Check for parking 
damage and ensure the car has a full 
Nissan service history and buy with 
confidence. The original warranty 
was a three year one, so cars out of 
warranty should make decent bar¬ 
gains as owners trade in for newer 
tackle. According to Which?, the 
Note is the 10th 


On The Road 

Try and imagine a GTi hot hatch 
version of the Note. You can’t can 
you? And that’s just the point. 
Giving a car like this a powerful 
engine or stiff suspension would 
be as pointless as giving a fish 
legs. It’s not what it’s about. Still, 
the Note always feels highly nim¬ 
ble on the road with ride firm 
enough to resist roll and steering 
that’s light but accurate. 

It’s perfect for buzzing through 
the city streets and it inspires 
confidence thanks to good all¬ 
round visibility and a tight turn¬ 
ing circle. If you really value syr¬ 
upy, supple suspension, one of the 
Note’s rivals may be a better 
option but otherwise, this Nissan 
should suit its intended buyers 
pretty well. 

Three main engine choices are 
offered, all shared with the model 
that at launch was this car’s arch¬ 
rival, the Renault Modus. Low 
mileage buyers will choose 
between a 87bhp 1.4-litre and 
108bhp 1.6-litre powerplants, but 
those who might want to take 
their Notes further afield may 


want to consider the improved die¬ 
sel engine, a 1.5-litre dCi common 
rail unit borrowed from the Micra 
range with 85bhp on tap. 

In the unlikely event that you 
fancy giving some teenager a run 
for his money away from the lights 
in your Note, the 1.4-litre car will 
get to 60mph in 13.1s, the diesel is 
fractionally slower at 13s and the 
1.6-litre petrol takes 10.7s. None of 
the engines are what you would 
call quick but they’re all more than 
adequate for everyday driving, 
with even the 1.4 pulling reasona¬ 
bly strongly through the gears. 

Overall 

There’s so much that can go 
wrong with buying a used car that 
many people are completely 
deterred. The Nissan Note reliabil¬ 
ity and sheer practicality means 
that it’s a car that you can buy used 
without too much worry. They’re 
usually owned by mature or family 
buyers who have the cars diligent¬ 
ly serviced. Just as long as you 
don’t chance upon one that’s been 
ravaged by unruly kids or pets, you 
shouldn’t go far wrong here.

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New Car Launch Model Of The Week

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Reverting to type once again 



FIAT is back in the family hatch 
segment with this car, the Tipo. 
Smartly styled in Italy and devel¬ 
oped and built in Turkey, it looks a 
much more credible contender 
than anything the Italian brand 
has brought us in this class for dec¬ 
ades. UK buyers get a choice of pet¬ 
rol and diesel engines and hatch 
and estate bodystyles that are 
exceptionally spacious. 

Background 

In recent years, it looked as if 
Fiat might be abandoning this tra¬ 
ditional market segment in favour 
of more specialised Crossover 
models like their 500X. But cars 
like that still sell in something of a 
niche, so the Italian brand has, 
once more, turned it’s hand to cre¬ 
ating a conventional contender in 
this class. Arguably the last time 
the brand was truly competitive 
here was with its Tipo family 
hatch, which sold between 1988 and 
1995. It’s appropriate then, that this 
new model also wears a ‘Tipo’ 
badge. 

Driving Experience 

The smart styling won’t disguise 
the fact that this is unlikely to be 
the sharpest handling car in its 
sector, but when we get to drive 
one, we expect it to be close enough 
to the class leaders to satisfy most 
potential buyers. The engine range 


includes five options in total. 

There are two turbo diesel units - a 
1.3-litre Multi Jet II producing 
95bhp and 200Nm and a 1.6-litre 
MultiJet II with an output of 
120bhp and 320Nm. This 1.6-litre 
diesel engine can also be combined 
with a six-speed TCT twin-clutch 
auto transmission. 

The petrol engine range kicks off 
with a 1.4-litre 16v powerplant pro¬ 
ducing 95bhp and 125Nm, then 
moves on to a 1.4 turbo petrol vari¬ 
ant with 120hp and 206Nm. At the 
top of the line-up, the 1.6-litre 
e-TorQ engine produces llObhp 
and 152Nm and is combined exclu¬ 
sively to a six-speed automatic 
transmission. 

Design and Build 

Like its predecessor, this Tipo 
hatchback promises to be excep¬ 
tionally roomy and is capable of 
accommodating three six-feet-plus 
adult passengers in the rear - 
thanks to class-leading legroom 
and outstanding headroom within 
its 4.37m long, 1.79m wide and 
1.50m tall dimensions. Its boot 
capacity is also best-in-class with a 
volume of 440-litres, while the 
estate version adds an additional 
110-litres of boot space which, at 
550 litres, is also class leading. It 
can carry loads of up to 1.8m in 
length courtesy of an extra 20cm 
of length (4.57m), a flip-and-fold 


60/40 split rear seats and complete¬ 
ly flat load floor. The estate body 
style has a height of 1.51m thanks 
to the standard-fit longitudinal 
roof bars. 

Market and Model 

Fiat knows that it will have to 
price this car competitively if it’s 
to make any real impact at all on 
the Focus, Astra and Golf- 
dominated family hatch segment. 
Expect it to undercut Focus prices 
and be hugely cheaper than a com¬ 
parable Golf. Fiat’s targets here 
will be value-orientated platers in 
this class like Nissan’s Pulsar, 

Kia’s cee’d, Citroen’s C4 and 
Hyundai’s i30. That means a likely 
pricing span in the £14,000 to 
£19,000 bracket. 

Even at those kinds of figures, Fiat 
will still need to make sure that 
this car is very well specified - and 
has. All UK models come as stand¬ 
ard with air conditioning, 
Bluetooth ‘phone connectivity, 
power mirrors, a multi-function 
steering wheel and a DAB audio 
system. Plus of course there are all 
the usual safety systems - a full 
complement of twin front, side and 
curtain airbags, plus the usual 
electronic assistance for stability, 
traction and braking. 

Cost of Ownership 

The 1.6 litre turbo diesel engine, 


fitted with second-generation 
MultiJet technology and variable 
geometry turbocharger, delivers 
impressive fuel efficiency and low 
emissions. On the official com¬ 
bined test cycle, the Tipo 1.6 
MultiJet II 120hp returns 76.3mpg 
and produces just 98g/km of 
C02emissions. 

Finally, a word about warranties. 
You get two years of manufacturer 
cover with this car, plus a further 
year from the dealer. Plus there’s 
no mileage limitation, which 
makes this Fiat deal better than 
the restricted three year/60,000 
mile package you get with rival 
Astra, Golf and Focus models. 
There’s also a year of roadside 
assistance cover, a reasonable 
three year paintwork warranty 
and an eight-year anti-perforation 
guarantee. 

Summary 

Fiat knows it has an awful lot of 
ground to make up in this segment. 
Is this Tipo the car to do it? It cer¬ 
tainly offers a more competitive 
proposition in this sector than any¬ 
thing the brand has been able to 
offer for a very long time. And it 
can be put together in its Turkish 
factory very cheaply, allowing UK 
Fiat dealers to offer value pricing 
and tempting deals, yet at the same 
time, include lots of equipment for 
the money. 


No, it’s not going to appeal to some¬ 
one who would otherwise be buy¬ 
ing a Volkswagen Golf. Or even, 
perhaps, a comparable Mazda3 or 
Honda Civic. But then here, you’re 
not going to be paying the sort of 
inflated prices that tend to be 
attached to those kinds of cars. If 
you were looking at more afforda¬ 
ble models in this sector, say, a Kia 
cee’d, a Citroen C4 or a Nissan 
Pulsar, we definitely think you 
should include the Tipo in your 
deliberations. And it’s a long time 
since we’ve been able to say that 
about any kind of Fiat in this class.
